account of delinquent taxes, after the 
lapse of five years 
from *the date of 


sale, 
the 
tax-collector, if the 
taxes 


still remains unpaid, 
shall make out 


,a deed of such property 
to the state, 


which deed is recorded intbe ottice ot 
the county recorder. 
The property is 


thereafter, 
to all intents 
and pur- 


poses, the property 
of the state, and 


any person may 
make application to 


the state controller to have any piece 
or parcel in the list sold at public 
auction to the highest 
bidder. 
Tbe 


original owner has 
the privilege of 


redeeming his property by paying all 
taxea, penalties and costs at any time 
prior to tbe sale. 
If however, 
tbe 


property is allowed to bo sold, 
the 


purchaser then becomes 
the absolute 


owner in fee, and the original owner 
must buy it back 
from him, 
at his 


own valuation, or lose it altogether. 
The list 
we 
publish to day is a 


portion of the property deeded 
to the 


state in 1901. It is probable that con- 
siderable 
of this property has 
been 


redeemed. 
Ifso the certificate 
has 


not been filed with the recorder and 
hence tbe deed to the state 
remains 


uncanceled. 
A recorder's tee of 75 


cents must be paid in addition to the 
sum paid to the clerk for redemption ; 
and ifthis isnot paid at the time, 
the property appears 
as redeemed 
on 


the books of the clerk and State con- 
troller, but unredeemed 
on the books 


in the recorder's 
ottice. 
All such 


clouds upon the titlemay be removed 
by merely paying the 75 cents to tbe 
recorder, for cancelling the deed. In

PROVINCES OF VASTEXTENT 


Ineastern Texas the country is heav- 
ily wooded and is traversed 
by many 


small streams 
which are for the most 


part tributaries of Sabine 
river 
or 


Nechbd riverand are not subject to sud- 
den fluctuations in height. 
The water 


is held back by the leaves, roots and 
low-growing vegetation which cover the 
earth and it flows oftgradually, so that 
there is little occasion 
for shutting 


down plants on account of low water. 
The power plants in western Texas are 
larger, but the streams are subject 
to 


sudden rises 
and falls, especially 
the 


streams 
that flow through the moun- 


tains of Edwards plateau, such 
as the 


Colorado, Guadalupe 
and Nueces. 


jThe water power in many localities 


is only partially developed. 
There are, 


however, many plants inthe state which 
have been built upon scientific princi- 
ples, withmodern machinery, and which 
obtain high efficiency. 
Alarge per- 


centage 
of the plants now in existence 


are located 
.on 
Ouadalupe, 
Colorado, 


and Brazos rivers and their tributaries. 
Ouadalupe rivereasily takes rank as the 
most effective of the power-generating 
streams In the state. 
There are more 


power plants on Neches and Sabine riv- 
ers and their tributaries than on the 
rivers farther west, but these plants are 
usually only small mills of 6 to 30-horse 
power, which are used for ginning cot- 
ton, sawing lumber or grinding corn. 


In addition to the main rivers of Tex- 


as,, there are at least 20 streams 
west 


of Colorado river which rise in springs 
and which constitute potential factors 
in the water supply and water power of 
the state. 
These springs occur for the 


most part in the Edwards plateau, the 
most notable exceptions being those at 
Fort Stockton, Santa Lucia, and at the 
head of Toyah creek, in trans-Pecos 
Texas. 


Many ah empire has boasted a less ex- 


tensive domain than does the single state 
of Texas. 
Mere acres, however, donot 


constitute 
greatness. 
To soil must be 


added water, trees, men, farms, cities, 
factories; and perhaps the most impor- 
tant—certainly the 
first of these—Is 


water. In proportion to the size ofthe 
state the water resources 
of Texas are 


not sufficiently abundant 
to make con- 


ditions in that commonwealth ideal for 
farmer or manufacturer.

reached, 


menhave need to tax their wits,utilizing 
every waterfall and storing every rain- 
drop.

fort and 
enterprise 
and 
finally it 


transforms 
the stem.and fiber of the 


individual citizen from that of a sub- 
stantial, self-reliant supporter 
of free 


government 
to a' supine, 
indifferent 
and passionless 
individual, lacking in 
mental and moral poise and in those 
sturdy 
and heroic 
qualities 
which 


have made America the greatest name 
inhistory. 


"Land monopoly, 
did you 
say?" 


says 
the 
American 
land 
grabber. 


"Why, there, is enough land for the 
children of the nation for generations 
if not centuries 
to come. 
The gov- 


ernment owns in the West alone near- 
ly half a billion acres, and how can 
there be any land monopoly when this 
vast area is always open to free entry 
under our various land laws?" 


. HalfBillionAcres Remaining. 
It is true that- there 
are valuable 


lands in the West yet remaining open 
to entry, or at least land which will 
be valuable when It shall have been 
furnished 
water 
for irrigation, 
but 


what is the general description of this 
half billionacres yet remaining under 
Uncle Sam's control? Is itreasonable 
to suppose 
that the shrewd land oper- 


ators, living on the ground, have not 
slummed the cream of this land, and

the rich plains, 
where

marily to give to each 
citizen, the 
head of a family, an amount of land 
up to ICO acres, agricultural- in char- 
acter so that homes would be created 
in the wilderness. 
The commutation 
clause, 
added at a later date, 
was 
undoubteiy 
intended 
to 
assist 
the 
honest 
settler," but like many other 
well-intended 
acts its original intent 
has been gradually perverted until it

The great -bulk of the vacant pub- 
lic lands throughout 
the West are un-' 
suitable

always 
must 
be, 
of chief value for grazing. 
There are 
it is estimated,

has 


written a turkey bulletin for the De- 
partment 
of 
Agriculture 
which is 
known as Farmers' Bulletin No. 200, 
and in this he says that there Is no 
other kindof livestock that willreturn 
so large a profit to the successful pro- 
ducer as willpoultry, and no kind of 
poultry is more profitable than turkeys 
when properly handled. 
The fact that 
turkeys will, from the time they are 
six weeks old until winter sets 
in, 
gain the greater part of their entire^ 
living from bugs, 
g-asshoppers 
and 
waste grain that they pick up Intheir 
wanderings 
over the range, 
assures 
their existence 
through this period at 
littleor no cost to the 
grower. 
In 
other words, they may be termed self 
sustaining 
foragers, 
where they have 
sufficient range. 


The Bronze Turkey. 


This turkey holds the post of honor. 
Itis possibly a cross between the wild 
turkey and the tame turkey, which lat- 
ter is generally believed to have de- 
scended 
from either the North Ameri- 
can 
wild turkey, the Mexican 
wild 
turkey or the Honduras or Ocellated 
turkey. 
Its beautiful rich 
plumage 


and its size have come from Its wild 
progenitor. 
To maintain these desir- 


able qualities, crosses 
are continually 
necessary. 
In this way the mammoth 
size has been gained, 
the 
standard 
weight ranging from sixteen to thirty- 
six pounds, according to age and sex. 
The coloring of this 
variety 
is a 
ground of black blazoned or shaded 
withbronze. 
This shading is rich and 
glowing, and when the sun's rays are 
reflected from these colors, they shine 
like polished steel. 
The female is not 
as rich in color as the male, but both 
have the same 
color 
and 
shadings. 
Much of this richness of color is lost 


Do not select the very large specimens 
for this purpose; 
those of a medium 


size are usually the best 
Discard the 


undersized 
females at all 
times, 
as 
they are of but little value as pro- 
ducers.

The 
basis of comparison 
was the 
market prices of standard

But there is a physio- 
logical constituent of eggs -which is of 
great value, yet it defies the search of 
the scientist or the inquisition of the 
statistician, 
and that is their palata- 
bility. Unless a'food, however rich in 
proteins, is relished, it loses much of 
its 
value, -while, per 
contra, 
a less 
chemically 
desirable food that is en- 
joyed becomes 
valuable by reason 
of 
that fact. 


Popular belief to the contrary, there 
is no difference in the nutritive quali- 
ties of eggs with dark shells and those 
with light. Their flavor is affected by 
the food of the fowl for good or for 
evil. Exhaustive 
experiments by well 


equipped investigators 
prove that the 


egg 
deserves 
its 
reputation 
as 
an 
easily 
assimilated 
and highly nutri- 
tious 
food, if eaten raw or lightly 


cooked. 
Such experiments 
also show 


that eggs at twelve cents a dozen are 
a cheap source 
of nutrients; 
at six- 


teen cents, somewhat 
expensive, and 
at twenty-five cents 
and over, highly 


extravagant.

to absolute independence.

and Got. John- 


stone, in the capacity of special com- 
missioners, 
brough the billto America 


and lost littletime submitting the plan 
of conciliation to Congress, 
together 


with an 
insolent letter. That 
body 


hardly gave Itconsideration, but forth- 
with rejected 
the plan proposed 
by 


the ministry. 


Foiled in every attempt, but not dis- 


mayed, 
the 
commissioners 
now 
re- 


sorted 
to measures 
distinguished 
in 


infamy and 
baseness. 
They opened 


secret 
correspondence 
with members 


of Congress, 
and, 
through a female 


agent, 
Mr. 
Reed, a delegate 
from 


Pennsylvania, 
was offered $50,000 and 


the best office in the colonies that his 
majesty could bestow ifhe would use 
his influence i* favor of the concilia- 
tory bill. Mr Reed's reply, as well as

Although the North American wild 
turkey is a beautiful and resplendent 
game 
bird, with feathers 
of black, 


shaded 
with a rich bronze and illumi- 


nated witha lustrous finish of coppery 
color, his domesticated 
cousin, 
while 


improved nothing in appearance, 
has 


been bred up to outweigh any other 
domestic 
fowl, thirty or 
thirty-five 


pounds 
beiag not uncommon 
among 


prize turkey flocks. 


According to 
the 
Department 
of 


Agriculture 
the 
growing of turkeys 


has 
improved 
within tha last few 
years as a result of a determined effort 
on the part of producers of what is 
termed "standard bred or exhibition" 
stock 
to demonstrate 
that it is more 
profitable to use 
p'*re bred breeding 


stock than the smaller and less vigor- 
ous stock of days 
gone 
by. 
Their 


efforts to introduce 
throughout 
the 
country the 
several 
standard 
varie- 


ties of turkeys have greatly improved 
our turkey 
growing industry. 
This 


effort has supplied rich, new, vigorous 
blood throughout 
the 
whole country, 
adding 
strength 
and virility to 
in- 


numerable 
flocks, many of which had 


become 
considerably 
deteriorated 
through 
Inbreeding. 


Deterioration 
Through 
Inbreeding. 


The fact that one 
fecundation 
is 


suflleient to render fertile all the eggs 
of one laying has made possible the 
undermining 
of the health and vigor 
of the present-day 
domestic 
turkey. 
Being 
advised 
of this, hundreds 
of 
people 
depend 
upon their 
neighbors' 


flocks for the services of a male and 
pay no attention to 
the 
matter 
of 
breeding 
stock 
except to keep one or 
two turkey hens. 
This has reduced 
many of the turkeys throughout 
the 
country almost 
to a condition of im- 
becility. 
The lack of vigor in a large 
portion ot the breeding stock through-

through Inbreeding, as it is improved 
by each cross with the wildspecimens. 
Of all our domestic 
fowls none suffer 


from inbreeding so much as 
turkeys. 


This should be guarded 
against at all 


times, if it is hoped to (gain the best 
results. 


Naturally the Bro^e turkey should 
be the largest in size, the most vigor- 
ous in constitution, and the most prof-

tions, only partial success 
willcome if 
inbreeding 
is permitted. 
The use of 
oversized males with small females is 
of less advantage 
than 
the 
use 
of 
smaller 
males 
with 
(well-matured, 
medium-sized females. 


The Narragansett 
Turkey. 


This turkey is a noble looking, full- 


chested bird but Is not so large as the 
Bronze. 
His color is a black back- 


ground with a steel-gray 
edge to the 


feather 
which 
imparts 
a 
metallic 


black-and-bronze luster. 
The cocks, or 


toms, weigh from 20 to 30 pounds, and 
some old ones have gone 40 pounds. 
The Narragansett 
is a desirable breed 
and some 
growers declare 
that they 
will reach 
market size and condition 
in less time than the Bronze turkeys. 


The BuffTurkey. 


As bred for market these turkeys are 
a reddish 
buff or light chestnut 
color 
mixed 
with 
white 
and 
some 
dark 


shadings. 
They are highly valued in 


some localities for their quick growth 
and 
for 
their 
attactiveness 
when 
dressed, 
although 
they do not run as 


the Naragansett 
or the Bronze. 


The White Turkey- 


In America the white 
variety 
Is 


called the White Holland turkey. In 
Kngland they are known as "Austrian 
Whites," 
where they are 
considered 


sports from other turkeys. They range 
from 10 pounds 
for young hens to 26 


pounds 
for old cocks, 
although 
they 


have run as high' as 35 pounds at fairs. 
Mr. McGrew states that white turkeys 
are quite as easy to grow as any other 
variety, and he states that one cannot 
select a better kind for all uses than 
the White Holland.

most profitable sizes, dress beautifully
